Contradicts Popular Belief 


Opened Can Foods Not Harmful 
After All? 
The popular belief that canned 


foods will spoil and even be danger- 
ous if left in the tin after opening 
has been made the subject of a tech- 
nical investigation, the results of 
which are reported in the American 
food Journal. 

Canned milk is usually kept in the 
tin until used tp, sometimes for days, 
and shows no deterioration, and the 
result of laboratory tests demonstrat- 
ed that a tin can differs little from a 
tin dish for keeping such foods, 
so far as wholesomeness is concern- 
ed, 

Cans of tomatoes, corn, string 
beans, sauerkraut, apples, pineapple, 
and pumpkin were opened and allow- 
ed to stand from one to three days, 
when the contents ‘were examined 
chemically for increased acidity and 
the presence of tin and iron, as well 
s taste and odor. The increase in 
acidity was very slight in most cases, 
and the amounts of tin and iron in- 
finitesimal, while taste and odor were 
in most cases normal, 

The investigator concludes that on 
general principles keeping canned 
foods in open tins is not good house- 
keeping, because the can with its 
jagued edge is not an attractive dish, 
and food emptied into another dish 
can be kept to better advantage in 
uA = rs cupboard and refrigerator, So far as 
wholesomeness is concerned, how- 
ever, keeping such food in the cans 
in which they are originally packed, 
after opening is not harmful in any 
way, he concludes, 

But it is far wiser never to leave 
foods in open metal containers, nor 
indeed to allow cooked foods to re- 
main exposed to the germ-laden air 
under any consideration,

The First’ Thanksgiving Day 


Kept by the People of Boston in 


1632 


Tt was in the early summer of 1632 
that Gov. Winthrop, of the Colony 
of Massachusetts Bay, made the 
first public proclamation for a day of 
thanksgiving, In a letter to Gov. 
Bradford, of Plymouth Colony, he 
related the good news just received 
from England as the occasion for 
observing such a day, and invited 
the neighboring colony to unite with 
the people under his own jurisdiction 
in the celebration of it. As the good 
news related as much to the Ply- 
mouth people as to the people of 
Boston, and as Winthrop’s words: 
“T doubt not but you will consider if 
it be not fit for you to join it,” ex- 
press confidence in the action of Ply- 
jmouth, it may be presumed, although 
we can find no distinct record of the 
fact, that the day was observed in 
common by the two colonies, At any 
rate the Boston people kept the day 
on the 19th of June, 1632, as we learn 
from the journal of Winthrop. Thus 
the example of a day of thanksgiving 
was first set, which has since been 
lfollowed by so many of the cothmon- 
wealths of the United States, and at 
jlast by the nation itself,

Army Bakeshops 


Eleven Million Loaves are 
Out Every Week 


A correspondent writes from 
France: About six baker shops turn 
out the bread for the British army in 
France. I was in one of them yes- 
terday. Before the war, it was a 
German mill, “It has not been 
deemed advisable to introduce ma- 
chinery—the floors would not stand 
the strain, 

Under the guidance of the master 
baker, .I followed the flour of the 
Pritish army through all the stages 
of labor and transformation, from the 
time it leaves the railway siding just 
outside, until it returns there in the 
shape of bread. The only piece of 
machinery I saw was an escalator 
sort of thing on which the sacks of 
flour were raised to various floors 
above. 

At each landing place, Chinese Ja- 
horers removed and carried it, two 
sacks at a time (160 Ibs.) to the mix- 
ing rooms, where British Tommies, 
Australian, and United States sol- 
diers were doing the baking, while 
Chinamen carried the flour over the 
floors to the mixers,

Reindeer for Far North of Provinces 

The granting of permits for free 
grazing privileges for reindeer in an 
area of 76,000 square miles in the far 
northern part of Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan is under consideration by 
the Dominion government of Canada.

When it is remembered that well- 
trained military cyclists can cover a 
comfortable sixty miles in a day on 
average roads and come into action 
fit at the end of the ride something 
of their advantage over cavalry can 
be realized, Cycles, unlike horses, do 
not tire rapidly, and, furthermore, re- 
quire neither foo@ nor drink, 

In a rearguard action, when whole 
armies are falling back into new po- 
sitions, it is difficult to send up sup- 
plies to horses, and even the trans- 
port of infantry in omnibuses causes 
congestion of the traffic. Cyclists on 
the other hand, can literally “get 
through anywhere. 

The men are all skilled riders, and 
practised shots, and, above all, well 
trained in map-reading and finding 
their own way. Carrying the normal 
equipment of cartridges on their per- 
son and a further supply on each 
machine, they come into action 
quickly and bring their full fire- 
power to bear, 

It is now thirty years since mili- 
tary cyclists were officially recogniz- 
ed among the official forces of the 
crown, but it was never thought that 
they would play such a valuable part 
as the “Petrol Cavalry” has done in 
this great struggle.

Park of Guns 
Taken From Enemy 
Impressive Sight to Be Seen in Vicin- 
ity of Battlefield East of 
Amiens 


The most impressive sight to be 
seen now in the vicinity of the bat- 
tlefield to the cast of Amiens is the 
park of artillery captured by the 
Fourth Army, with which the Can- 
adians are incorporated. 

The total number of guns of all 
sorts and sizes, from the German 
field gun up, numbered 219, These fig- 
ures by no means include the entire 
number of guns captured, as there are 
others yet to be brought in. 
Perhaps — the most interesting 
pieces of the Canadian trophies aré 
the high velocity 5.9-inch guns, 
These are naval guns of about forty- 
five calibres, with a range of twenty 
iniles, and have been employed in 
shelling our back areas, including 
shots at Amiens Cathedral. 

Taken in all the guns are a very 
inixed lot, showing that the enemy 
has been forced through heavy losses 
to impress into service weapons 
twenty years old alongside of guns 
of the 1918 pattern. 

It has been impossible to keep a 
record of the machine guns captured, 
which have been passed through ta 
the base ordnance to be overhauled, 
but they run into thousands, As for 
rifles, they come in by the wagon 
load. All the artillery captured by 
the Canadian forces are serviceable 
except a few pieces, 

Many of the guns firing German 
ammunition, were turned upon the 
boche before being parked, . There 
is a vast store of enemy ammunition 
ef all kinds, sufficient for thousands 
of rounds per gun. 

Almost every gun carries a legend 
similar to the following: “Applica- 
tion for the award of this gun as 
trophy is being submitted by the —— 
Battalion.” :

Alberta is the greatest wool-pro- 
ducing province of Western Canada, 
the total output of this province 
being more than three times the 
combined production of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. Immense strides 
are, however, being made by the 
two last-named provinces, and the 
provincial governments are facili- 
tating the distribution of sheep 
among farmers by obtaining good 
breeding animals wherever possible 
and retailing them to farmers at 
cost on easy instalments. The gov- 
ernment of Saskatchewan has just 
secured two thousand head of sheep 
for ‘this purpose.’ Most of the sheep 
have been bought in the province, 
but a large number have come from 
Alberta. An endeavor is being made 
to supply farmers with ewes graded 
up by. the use of purebred rams 
several generations removed from 
the range type. They are supplied, 
as the purchaser may require, either 
bred or not bred to a pure-bred 
ram. “In the latter case they are 
being sold for November delivery. 

High-bred rams and ewes are also 
being imported into British Colum- 
bia from Alberta. A large sale is 
to be held by the provincial govern- 
ment at Kamloops on October 16th, 
with the object of bringing together 
buyers and sellers in order to pre- 
vent as far as possible the slaughter 
of good breeding stock, and to en- 
able farmers ito introduce new blood 
into their flocks. “Ihousands of 
sheep are expected to change hands 
on this occasion, 


West Growing Flax 
for Aeroplanes, Etc. 


In accordance with the policy of 
encouraging the growing of flax for 
fibre in Western Canada, steps are 
being taken by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, through the Canadian 
War Board, to secure the establish- 
ment in Canada of an industry for 
the manufacture of linen thread and 
yarns, says a Winnipeg paper. This 
movement is undoubtedly the out- 
come of the success that has been 
attained this: year in the growth of 
flax for fibre, especially in Mani- 
toba.

We Need a Definition of It 


Socialists, particularly in 
used the word “profiteers” long be- 
fore the war. Pretty often they 
meant by it whoever secks a profit. 
‘Taken in that sense everybody — in 
business or in a gainful occupation 
is cither a profiteer or an idiot; for 
business is a quest for profit, In a 
great majority of the ordinary  ey- 
cryday decisions that are made hour 
by hour a man takes this —cotrse 
rather than that because he thinks it 
will be profitable. 

And this applies as much to the 
farmer, the plumber and the dentist 
as to Morgan. Workmen strike in 
the hope of pxofiting by it. 

War has popularized the word, but 
we need a definition of it. Senator 
Borah, co.imenting on the presi- 
dent’s revenue message, in which he 
said profiteering existed here,  re- 
cently offered a definition—to wit: 
“The man who takes advantage of his 
country’s perilous situation to gather 
extraordinary profits; who is ing 
advantage of his country’s stress and 
trial to increase enormously, unjust- 
ly and unfairly his individual gain.” 
“If we stick to that definition the 
entire country can agree heartily 
that a profiteer is a wretch for whom 
no punishment is too severe, But a 
high rate of profit is not always evt- 
dence of profiteering, The day before 
lines were written a farmer 
showed us a check for a drove of 
hogs. 

He had happened to be so situated 
that he could feed the brutes at very 
low cost. His profit may have been a

hundred per cent, But that's no 
reason for hanging him, Because an 
ill-equipped, poorly managed — busi- 


ness makes only a third the profit of 
a well-equipped, ably matiaged busi- 
ness it is by no means three times 
as patriotic. The intention to take 
advantage of the country’s stress in 
order to gouge is what constitutes 
the crime.—From the Saturday Even- 
ing Post.

It doubtless means that hereafter 
the corporation in question will not 
automatically decide these questions 
without hearing the opinions of their 
employees and giving due regard to 


them. Five years ago this would have 
been dismissed as a “purely  aca- 
demic question.” It cannot be so 


readily disposed of now, for nothing 
is surer than that labor is going to 
demand a larger share of the gains 
of industry and a greater voice in its 
direction. It seems reasonably sure 


that such demand cannot be resist- 
ed. In fact, the action of the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey 


would seem to anticipate this demand 
by making voluntary to 
it. 

If this great problem worked 
out with patience and goodwill, we 
shall preserve what is worthy in our 
present system while at the same 
time liberalizing our industrial 
ceonomy as to avoid the costly strug 
gles which, in the past, have been alt 
too frequent.—Elmer A Youngman

Grow Miniature Trees 


Cutting the Roots in a Certain Way 
Is Secret of Stunting 
Growth 


For many centuries the Japanese 
have closely guarded the secret of 
growing miniature trees. By  fol- 
lowing the plant here described, 
however, almost any one can raise 
diminutive trees with little trouble. 


Get a few large, thick-skinned or- 
anges and halve them. Remove the 


pulp and cover the outside of the 
skins with thick shellac. That will 
keep the skin from shrinking, Fill 
the skins with fine, rich soil, and 


plant therein a seed of whatever tree 
you wish to raise—or, © rather, two 
or three seeds, to ensure at least 
one good specimen. Make a stand 
of some kind so that the gfowing 
tree can be kept in an upright posi- 
tion, and set the plants where they 
will get plenty of sun; but do not 
keep them in a room that is likely 
to become overheated, Water them 
regularly, but not too — profusely. 
After a time the roots will begin to 
come through the orange peel. When 
that happens, cut the roots off flush 
with the outer surface of the orange 
peel, but be careful not to injure the 
film of shellac. It is the cutting of 
the roots that stunts the tree, When 
the tree has reached maturity, you 
can transfer it to a mere attractive 
holder, 

Conifers such as cedars, pines and 
eryptomerias can be readily stunted; 
so also can other evergreens, as ilex 
and citrus trifoliata. Some minia- 
ture cedars have been known to last 
more than 500 years. Fruit trees, 
such as the orange and the plum, 
blossom and bear perfect fruit.

Jews Are Robbed 
And Then Expelled 


Government Rounding Them Up in 
Hungary and Deporting 
Them 
Jews for some time past have been 
rounded up by orders of the govern- 


ment in various parts of Hungary,|the best in the world. They are near 
according to a Budapest report to|the town of Baku on the coast. 
the Jewish Correspondence Bureau. Nearly two thousand oil wells were 


in operation before the war, produc- 
ing about seven million tons of oil a 
year, 

Across the Caucasus, about due 
west on the Black Sea is the port of 
Batum, six hundred miles from Baku, 
but the places are connected by rail- 
way, also by an oil pipe line, From 
Batum in time of peace, the oil was 
shipped to all the ports of Europe. 

The British are in Baku to prevent 
the oil falling into the hands of Ger- 
many. If the force is too small to 
permanently hold the district, it can 
dismantle the wells before retiring 
and so prevent Hun submarines be- 
ing fed on Baku oil. 

This district once belonged 
Persia, but it was wrested from the 
Persians by the Russians in 1806, 


Streets were barricaded and Jews are 
dragged to prison, These measures, 
especially, were directed against the 
Jews in Galicia from whom large 
sums of money were taken by the 
police as a special tax after which 
they were escorted to the frontier. 
In a recent debate in the Hun- 
garian parliament, Premier Wekerle 
attempted to justify the measures 
by declaring that he had given ord- 
ers for the imposition of a special 
tax on Galician Jews and their ex- 
pulsion from the country because 
they were undesirable foreigners.

Tests Made by British on Captured 
Machine Showed It Gave Lit- 
tle Protection 


n interesting feature of the Ger- 
man A.E.G, biplane, described in a 
report prepared by the technical de- 
partment of the aircraft Construction 
ministry of munitions, is the proyi- 
sion of armoring to protect the 
crew, There are three panels of ar- 
mor at each side and three at the 
bottom of the fuselage, with an ar- 
mor bulkhead at the rear of the gun 
ner’s cockpit to protect him from 
behind.

The Murman Coast 


Will Give Allies Access to Northern 


Russia 
The strip of country in northern 
!Russia in which the allied forces are 
{operating, possesses. great import- 


ance. Its inhabitants do not wish to 
be placed under Germany’s heel or 
left to the tender mercies of the Bol- 
sheviki. They are, therefore, co-op- 
crating with the troops of the allies. 

Although far north this coast con- 
tains the only open winter port in 
western Russia. Thanks to the ben- 
evolent influence of the Gulf Stream 
and the shelter afforded by the 
mountains, the winter—which lasts 
jfrom the end of October to the end 
of March—is coimparatively mild; the 
sea never freezes, nor are ice-floes 
encountered. 

Since the beginning of the war a 
railway has been built to this coast 
giving it connection with Petrograd. 
Many Canadians were employed, and 
large quantities of material went 
over from the United States, 

The engineers encountered nearly 
insuperable obstacles in consequence 
of the swampiness of the ground 
throughout the entire length of the 
line, Another disadvantage of the 
country is that, being swampy, it is 
infested by mosquitoes. These dis- 
advantages disappear, however, in 
the winter; and it is more than prob- 
able that during the summer it may 
be feasible to connect the various 
lakes and navigable rivers by canals, 
thus providing an alternate route. 

If Russia is to be helped, it is of 
the utmost importance that this coast 
and this railway be kept out of the 
hands of the enemy, whether Ger- 
man or Bolsheviki, This will give 
the allies access to northern Russia, 
and may reopen communication with 
Petrograd,

Hun Plane Mere Experiment Wonderful Engineers 


In Olden Times 


Modern Works Not Comparable 
With Those of Ancients 

No engineering works of modern 
times compare in magnitude with 
those of the ancients. 

Consider a reservoir, to impound 
the waters of the Nile, covering an 
area of 150 square miles, with a dam 
30 feet high and 13 miles long, - The 
pyramids of Gizch, constructed more 


than 5,000 years ago, had granite 
blocks which were five feet square 
and 30 fect long, and were trans- 


ported 500 miles. One of the tem- 
ples of Memphis was built of stones 
which were 13 feet square and 65 
feet long, and laid with close joints. 

The Appian Way from Rome to 
Capua was so well built that after a 
thousand years its roadway was in 
perfect condition, and, even now, 
after two thousand years, with slight 
repairs, is in use. The modern engi- 
ncer would question these great ¢x- 
amples. 

If one could imagine cessation of 
life on this continent, and our mod- 
ern engineering works subjected to 
the destructive forces of time and 
Nature for a thousand years, what 
evidences of civilization would re- 
main? 

Probably the most surprising and 
interesting of the older cxamples of 
engineering are the inventions of Le- 
onardo da Vinci, as shown in his 
sketches. He seems to have lacked 
nothing but the application of me- 
chanical power to produce the most 
of the typical machines of the pres- 
ent day. The bellows-blast, jig-saw, 
lathe, rolling mill, printing press, 
file cutting machine, trip hammer, 
sprocket chain, water wheel, boring 
machine, rapid fire gun, spinning 
machine, side wheel boat, flying ma- 
chine, ete, 

There was an apparatus of cylin- 
der, piston and yalye by which Leo- 
nardo determined the relative vol- 
umes of steam and water; aslo an at- 
mospheric engine, consisting of cyl- 
inder, piston and valve, by which re- 
ciprocal motion was produced. 

The pity is that, in all his machin- 
ery requiring mechanical power, and 
in spite of his experiments hinting 
at its application, he still was limit- 
ed to muscular effort, and it was not 
until the invention of Watt that the 
mystic wand of mechanical power 
initiated a transformation of the 
world and made a radical change in 
the organization of man, 

“We look in vain for the applica- 
tion of mechafiical power by the an- 
cients, whose works seem almost im- 
possible without its assumption, but 
the stone reliefs showing the move

ment of large weights by manual 
power indicate that probably the 
other did not exist,” says Mr. G. H. 
Pegram, president of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. 


Growing Menthol in Canada 


Plant Is Cultivated Almost Entirely 
From Slips 

The feasibility of cultivating black 
mint in this country for the produc- 
tion of menthol crystals and oil is 
the subject of a special report by 
Vice-Consul E, R, Dickover of Kobe, 
Japan. 

Several attempts to import black 
mint plants have been frustrated by 
the long journey across the Pacific, 
during which the plants have died. 
Once arrangements were made with 
a steamer purser to care for the 
plants and they arrived in good con- 
but were killed by disinfec- 
tion in entering the country. The con- 
sulate now is attempting to obtain 
mint seeds, a difficult task, since the 
plant is cultivated almost entirely 
from slips. 

Two widely different climatic areas 
are devoted to the cultivation of mint 


About 92 per cent, of the Ja ‘ 
mint is grown on the Kokkaido Is- 
land, where the average winter -tem- 
perature is 60 degrees, with rainfall 
of thirty-eight inches. The remain- 
ing 8 per cent, of the Japanese crop 


is grown on Nippon, where the aver- 
age temperatures are 38 and 5 de- 
grees and the rainfall 42.5 inches. 


The Glorious British Army 
Has Raised an Army of Six and One 
Quarter Million Men 

There is a great story to be told 
about the British army. At no time 
before the 


War was there any ex- 
pectation that Great Britain would 
|supply armed forces greater than 
six divisions. As a matter of re- 


cord, Great Britain alone has raised 
an army of six and one-quarter 
million men. This Mr, Lloyd George 
himself has translated into American 
teyms, when he said, “If the United 
States of America were to call to 
the colors the same number of men 
in proportion to her population, — it 
would mean nearly fifteen millions of 
men,” 

Mr, Lloyd George was speaking in 
particular of what the British army 
had done since March 21, ‘The 
British army, of course, was thrown 
back, but it was not overwhelmed, 


and in a fortnight’s time 268,000 
men were thrown across the chan- 
nel, one of the most remiurkable 


feats of the British shipping.

Various Parts Made 
At 3,500 Works 


Fifty Big Ships Built at Same Time 
in Same Yard 


A shipyard capable of having fifty 
ships on the stocks at the same time 
was a thing quite undreamed of until 
last year. It lay entirely outside of 
practical commercial possibilities, 
and suggested the visions of Jules 
Verne rather than the plans of sane 
business men, Yet it*is now in’ a 
fair way of accomplishment, so that 
we may accept the estimate of 50 
ships being built simultaneously 
while 28 others are being fitted out 
at seven piers cach of a length of 
1,000 feet. When that stage is reach- 
ed there will be a launch every otlier 
day, cither of a 7,500-ton cargo ship 
or of an 8,000-ton combined troop 
and cargo boat, 

To complete 4,000 tons of plates 
and frames each day would be  be- 
yond the possibilities of the site, al- 
though it covers 846 acres and ex- 
tends over two miles of river front. 
The various parts of the vessels are 
being “fabricated” all over the states 
at 3,500 different works, some of 
them so remote that the average 
journey is no less than 20 days. Even 
with this assistance the place is a 
busy hive. Barracks have been erec- 
ted for 6,000 men, the remainder be- 
ing drawn from outside, Within five 
months of commencing operations 26- 
000 men were employed on the con- 
struction of the yard, The site is on 
Hog Island, just outside Philadelphia, 
on the Delaware river, and is well in- 
land, away from possiblé enemy at- 
tack.

“IT remember particularly one 
preacher who came to France with 
the belief that he would save a lot 
of the soldiers from the tobacco 
evil,” says Mr. F, B. Shipp, general 
U, S, field secretary of the Y.M.C.A. 
in France, Hise personal feelings 


against tobacco were so pone that 
he felt ‘himself unable to scll the 
weed in one of our canteens, Chis 


was not discovered until the clergy- 
man had been put in charge of a hut 
immediately behind the lines. 

“One night there was considerable 
infantry activity in this sector, At 
dawn the walking cases among the 
wounded began returning to a rest- 
station far behind the ‘Y’ hut, <A 
party of twelve or thirteen under a 
sergeant stopped at the hut. 

“The  secretary-clergyman saw 
wounded men returning from the 
trenches for the first time. They 
said they were broke and asked for 
chocolate. He gave it to them, He 
asked the men if they wanted any- 
thing else. 

“The sergeant 


told him that the 
only other thing they needed was 
cigarettes. They needed them badly. 
There was a supply in the hut, The 
anti-tobacco clergyman hesitated for 
about one-half second, Then his 
program for saving men from nico- 
tine went by the board, He passed 
cigarettes around to cach of the 
wounded men, They departed for 
the rear, 
“In a few minutes another group 
came along, They, too, needed some- 
thing to smoke, Once more he aban- 
doned his principles. A third group 
appeared, Again the cigarettes were 
distributed, 
“By this time the clergyman dis- 
covered that his supply of matches 
was practicall exhausted, The 
fourth batch of visitors completely 
consumed it, 
“For the rest of the day this cru- 
sader against tobacco found himself 
doing the only thing that would en- 
able him to look his wounded coun- 
trymen in the eye as_the stopped 
at the hut for rest. He kept cigar- 
ettes glowing in his own lips all day 
long so that each boy would be able 
to get a light!”

Army of Generals - 


—_—_— 


Every Soldier Knew Fully Line of 
Battle Decided On 
“The Germans will attack us to. 


morrow at noon,” said Gen; Gouroud, 
in command in Champagne, to his 
soldiers on the evening of July 14 
“We shall retreat to certain posi- 
tions in our rear-where we must hold 
at all costs,” 

_ Gen, Gouroud enumerated the pos- 
itions and when at daybreak the Ger- 
mans’ onslaught was launched every 
soldier in Gouroud’s army knew fully 
as well as his chief what plan of bat- 
tle had been decided upon, Each sol- 
dier understood that he would give 
ground all along the battle front fer 
a depth running from four to five 
kilometers and then halt, hold and 
fight, perhaps die, but that he must 
retreat no further. 

_ This is believed to be the first time 
in the history of the war that the 
commanding general took his soldiers 
into his confidence, elevating them 
to his own level by sharing with 
them the innermost secrets of the 
plan of battle. 

It was an army of generals that 
faced the German emperor’s soldiers 
when they started on what to them 
meant a jaunt to Paris, but through 
the pee of Foch, and the bravery 
of the allied soldiers, proved to be 
the first step of the return journey 
to Berlin, 

Acting under explicit orders from 
the high command, Gen. Gouroud es 
tablished nests of machine guns 
across the whole of his battle line 
on the hills of Champagne. Every 
machine gun crew had been instruct- 
ed to remain at their posts and fight 
until swallowed up by the oncoming 
waves of the enemy. 


They did remain, Few returned, 
Some are languishing in German 
prisons, while others sleep on the 


slopes of the hills where they fell. 
Those who survived staggered back 
to their own lines, and Gen. Gouro 
has recommended them for the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

Covering ground step by step, 
fighting bitterly every inch of the 
way under the protection of a hail 
of steel poured into the oncoming 
German hordes by the machine gua- 


ners out in front, Gen, Gouroud’s 
army began its retreat about five 
o'clock in the morning of July 15, 
Every yard of ground, which was 


grudgingly evacuated, was made un- 
inhabitable for the enemy. Every 
trench, every shell hole, every de- 
pression was filled with poison gases. 
In that strip of land, about _ fiftten 
miles long by three miles deep, no 
human being could breathe or live. 
In the sweltering heat and amid 
gases that kill even vegetation, three 
German divisions advanced. It is said 
that forty thousand Germans found 
graves in that part of the Cham- 
pagne. The supporting German divi- 
sions hesitated in their advance, then 
staggered and fled, horrified by the 
sight of their comrades dying in 
terrible pain. The German oftensive 
was broken on its very first day. 
Such was the battle and the heroic 
defence of Gouroud’s army that made 
possible the brilliant counter-offen- 
sive of Generals Mangin and De 
Goutte July 18, relieved Paris and 
transferred the initiative from Lud- 
endorfi to Foch.

Text of German Peace 
Note 


The text of the German note 
follows: 

In reply to questions put by the 
president of the United States, 
the German government hereby 
declares: 

“The German government ha$ 
accepted the te ms laid down by’ 
President Wilson in his address of 
January 8 last, and in his subse- 
quent addresses on the founda- 
tion of permanent peace of justice, 
consequently its object in enter- 
ing into discussions would be only 
to agree upon practical details of 
application of these terms. 

“The German government be- 
lieves that the governments of the 
powers associated with the gov- 
ernment of the United States also 
takes the position taken by Presi- 
dent Wilson ir, his address. 

“The Germa1 government, in 
accordance wit! the Austro-Hun- 
ga:can gcvernment for the pur- 


pose of biingii z about an armis- 


tice, declares itself ready to 
comply with the propositions of 
President Wilson in regard to 
evacuation. 

“The German government sug- 
gests that the president may occa- 
sion the meetiug of a mixed com- 
mission for making the necessary 
arrangements concerning evacua- 
tion. 

“The presert German govern- 
ment which tas undertaken the 
responsibility for this step to- 
wards peace, }as been formed in 
conferences and in great detail 
with the majority of the reichstag. 

“The chancellor is supported in 
all of his actions by the will of 
this majority, and speaks in the 
name of the German government 
and the German people.” 

Dated Berlin, October 12, 1918, 
and signed by Solff, secretary of 
state and foreign office.

Newspaper Soars 


The newspapers of Western 
Canada have the past week been 
billed for the retroactive rake-off 
permitted by the Government's 
Newsprint Commissioner upon 
all white newspaper used by the 
publishers since July 1st. 

Before the war, white paper 
was selling at $40 per ton, and, 
according to evidence submitted 
to the commissioner some time 
ago, it was shown that at a price 
of $40 a ton che manufacturers 
were making a profit of $16 a ton. 

The price up to July 1, as order- 
ed by Commissioner Pringle, was 
$57 a ton, which meant another 
$17 a ton to the makers,. raising 
their rakeoff to nearly $33 a ton. 

A few days ago, this same news- 
print commissioner granted a fur- 
ther increase of $12 a ton to the 
papermakers, thus bringing their 
rakeoff up to the tidy figure, of 
something like $55 a ton. And, in 
order to see that the profiteering 
papermakers should get their last 
pound of flesh, Commissioner 
Pringle very. considerately order- 
ed that this latest increase should 
not date from the day of his order, 
but that it should be retroactive, 
that the newspapers should be 
mulcted for the increase from the 
first day of last July. 

Having already picked off a 
profit of something over $50 a ton 
on all white paper sold to the 
newspaper since July 1, the paper 
manufacturers are now getting 
some more “easy pickings” by 
merely sending out notices to the 
newspapers asking them, on the 
authority of the commissioner, to 
“come across’ with a further rake-
